Cap, i.T^O R holding the enfuing election of a knight of the 
X 1 (hire for the county of Southampton, at the town of 
.New Alresford, in the faid county. 

Cap. a. For granting an aid to his Majefty by a land tax, to 
be raifed in Great Britain , for the fervice of the year one thou- 
fand feven hundred and eighty. 

Cap. 3. For continuing and granting to his Majefty certain 
duties rpon malt, mum, cyder, and perry, for the fcrvice of the 
year one thoufand feven hundred and eighty.

W HEREAS by an aft , made in the twenty-fourth year of Preamble. 

the reign of his prefent Majeffy , intituled \ An aft for Recital of 
granting to his Majefty certain duties on all gold and filver % 4 Geo. 3. c. 
plate imported, and alio certain duties on all gold and filver S 3 • 
wrought plate made in Great Britain , after reciting , That gold 
and filver wares , when fent to be marked and ajfayed^ were fent in 
fo rude and rough a Jlate y that the fame in the finifhing zvere greatly 
lejfcned in weighty it was cnaRedy That the perfon appointed by the 
feveral companies , or ajfay office i, to take and receive the monies and 
duties directed by the Jaid aft 9 Jhould , where fuch plate was fent to 
be marked and ajfayed in the fame rude and rough /late as thereto- 
fore had been ufual , make a deduftion of one fifth from the weighty 
and an allowance of one fifth part of the duty impofed by the faid aft, 
to the perfon or perfons bringing the fame : and whereas doubts 
have arifen upon the conjlruftion of the words rude and rough ftate 
as theretofore had been ufual, the manufafturers having been
